The Pet­ 
tis County Home-Makers’ Conference 
has taken up the m atter of beautify­ 
ing the farmyards and roadsides. The 
first step necessary is to clear them 
of trash, and they are trying to reach 
a means to stop dumping of tin cans 
and other rubbish along the roadsides 
and 
the hauling of poultry house 
refuse onto adjoining lands. 
From general discussion it is found 
that all roadsides are abused in this 
way; it not being confined to any 
particular location. 
There is no ad­ 
vantage 
in changing 
the dumping 
ground from place to place. The only 
thing to do Is to provide a means of 
destroying the refuse instead of dis­ 
tributing it. 
The Home-Makers1 Conference 
Pettis County urge that immediate 
steps be taken to establish an in­ 
cineration as many other and even 
smaller cities than Sedalia are doing.

other plants that follow. 
If the soil is too w*et, the bacteria 
cannot work. and if too hard, the air 
containing the nitrogen can not get 
to them.
